Tliat night I got a phone call from one of these two women, from California, 
wher4 she lives but where there is no relevant information. She asked me how to got 
in touch with a oeries of persons all of wliou come from the incredible nuttinesa of 
the former editor of tic smallest ^oxas weekly, Penn Jonoa, *1110 guy but really nutty.
